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Mediaeval Superstitions Relating to Medicine. 


Great physicians even down to the eighteenth century be- 
lieved in demons and devils. The common people gave them- 
selves up to the greatest of superstition. The superstition 
of the time expressed itself in various forms—charms, amulets 
and the doctrine of signatures. Our word ‘* carminative ” 
means really a charm medicine, and is derived from the Latin 
“Carmen,” a song charm; and this very word enshrines the 
fact that magic and medicine were once united. The hysteri- 
cal gave themselves up to treatment by these various agencies. 
As a cure for intestinal trouble, a patient was told to drink 
water in which he had washed his feet. 

Tor gout he was told to spit on his hands before getting out 
of bed in the morning, rub all his sinews, and say: “ Flee gout, 
flee.” Rheumatism was cured by carrying a stolen potato in 
the pocket. Warts, we are assured, can be removed by apply- 
ing beef stolen from the butcher. A tick from a dog’s left ear, 
worn as an amulet, was used to allay all kinds of pain, but we 
must be careful to take it from a dog that was black. The 
sum total of all absurdities was embodied in the doctrine of 
signatures. It was presumed that for every disease there was 
a plant in nature which indicated its special use by reason 
of some external semblance to the human body. For instance, 
the root of the mandrake was supposed to resemble the human 
form, and was prescribed for barrenness. Turmeric, because 
of its yellow color, was assumed to be a cure for jaundice. 
Walnuts were considered to be a perfect signature of the 
head; the shell as the skull, and the convolutions of the kernel 
as those of the two hemispheres of the brain. The outer skin 
resembled the scalp. So the signature doctors used the hull 
for scalp wounds, the inner peel for disorders of the dura ma- 
ter and the kernel for the brain. On the same principle, blood 
root should have been used for disorders of the blood, and 
the snake root for delirium tremens.—From an address by Dr. 
R. W. Miller, of the University College of Medicine, Richmond, 
Va.

There cer- 
tainly would seem to be no reason that any druggist should be 
in ignorance of the fact that the Farbenfabriken of Elberfeld 
Company have the sole legal right to sell phenacetine in the 
United States, for some hundreds of dealers have issued notices 
to the retail trade in various sections calling attention to the law 
under which the Farbenfabriken of Elberfeld Company control 
the exclusive right to deal in phenacetine, aristol, ete. In view 
of the great publicity which has been given to the whole sub- 
ject these seems to be no excuse save stupidity or a desire to 
get into trouble for the druggists who purchase these drugs 
outside the regular channels of trade.
